HE proposition to Umit the height 
of advertising billboards to twelve

boards. If the proposed new fegulation is 
enforced, as Building Inspector McAndrews 
declares it will be, no more billboards can be 
erected in Chicago over twelve feet high or 
fifty feet long, and the advertising compa- 
nies will have to take out a license for each 
board and ‘submit to regular inspection. 
The ambition of the art students who de- 
sign ads was to see billboards érected 
to an unlimited height on every vacant lot 
in Chicago. There are about forty of these 
students, who have been making a consider- 
able income from designing and painting the 
boards for the big advertising companies, 
and their only hope that the income would 
continue was in the possibility of the boards 
being built higher.

TALKS ON PHOTOGRAPHIC WORK 


Prof. Wood of Wisconsin University 


Professor R. W. Wood of the University of 
Wisconsin delivered a lecture last night at 
Steinway Hall on Some of My Original 
Work with the Camera.“ Professor Wood 


recently attracted attention by his inven- 
electric process for thawing 


taneous vines of sound waves and their 
action under various conditions; echoes, 
sound shadows, and musical notes, as well 
as the progress of sound through other 
media than air. He also exhibited “’ sone 
plates, or lenses on plane glass, and pictures, 
tdken with them. | 
Most of Professor Wood's work has been 
done in the. photographing of the sound 
waves which come from an electric spark. 
He showed the circular form of the wave 
as it started away from the point of sound, 
and exhibited plates where the sound had 
been obstructed. The waves were first 
shown passing through plates treated with 
collodion, and again as passing through 
‘carbonic acid gas, then hydrogen gas. In 
one the waves were delayed owing to the 
ter density of the gas over air, and in 
the other the waves are accelerated. g 
Professor Wood has made extensive ex- 
periments in color photography, but stated 
last night he had not achieved complete suc- 
cess. His system is to draw. lines on a 
plate—thousands to the square inch—which 
will respond to their impression on the eye 
in accordance with the waves made by differ- 
ent colors. He has mastered the red and 
waves, and for the N- ot yel- 
low and other colors he @rranges the lines 
so a juncture will be made on the retina 
producing the color desired. i 
His zone plates consist of a large num- 
ber of circles drawn on glass. With the 
gelatine preparation used by Professor 
Wood remarkable results have been se- 
cured. Professor Wood stated he could see 
the voleanic craters on the moon through 
one of these plates without the’ use of tele- 
scopic lenses.

“LECTURE BY DR. HALE. 


Dr. Edward Everett Hale of Boston lec- 
tured last night at the Third Unitarian 
Church on Recollections of Literary Men.“ 
The lecture was under the auspices of the 
Lend a Hand clubs, of which Dr., Hale was 
the founder. 

Dr. Hale talked reminiscently of Emerson, 
Longfellow, Holmes, and Lowell, each of 
whom he knew and was associated with. 
Emerson he called “the philosopher / of 
America, the Buddha of the West, and to 
illustrate how pervading is the influence of 
his thought told the story of Dean Stanley, 
who, when visiting in this country, was 
asked by President Eliot of Harvard Uni- 
versity which of the American preachers he 
had heard. Stanley replied that he had 
heard most of the preachers, but that “ the 
preacher was always Ralph Waldo Emer- 


There is not a man in Chicago who read 
hie marning newspaper today who did not 
read Dmefson; that is to say, the idealism 
of Emerson has wrought itself so completely 
Into American life that many a writer for 
the press who did know it was writing 
Emerson, and the man who read it read 
Emerson whether he knew it or not.

Then when a fake’ 
poolroom had been established at Thirty- 
first and State streets Chisholm gave $700 
to Romaine and Tabor for the betting. A 
winning of $700 was announced. Next day 
$1,400 was lost. Later on Tabor raised $200 
and gave it to Romaine and Munger. Then 
Hileman raised $680 for the combination of 
conspirators. Later Tabor and Chisholm 
gave them $450. 

“Then Gilmore announced Munger and

Paris, May 6.—French delegates to the 
forthcoming @isarmament congress at The 
Hague have held a number of informal pre- 
liminary consultations, in which General 
Monnier and Admiral Pephau, the military 
and naval delegates, took a leading part. 

It is belleved in diplomatic circles that the 
attitude of the French delegates at The 
Hague will be one of courteous deference to 
the humanitarian wishes of the Czar, but 
that on no pretext whatever will France 
consent to renounce the fullest application | 
in time of war of any important scientific 
inventions, such as submarine torpedo boats. 
balloons, rapid firing field artillery, and 
projectiles upon which the best authorities 
here place implicit reliance, and in which 
they feel confident that France has made 
greater progress than the other European 
nations. 

A French naval officer, im discussing the 

subject, remarked: “ France and the United 
States are the two nations which today are 
far in advance of all others in the application 
of scientific discoveries to the art of war. 
It would be suicidal for ether of them to 
forego its advantages for sentimentad rea- 
sons.“ 
In this connection it Is significant. that 
Captain Crozier of the United States Ar- 
tillery, the American delegate to the con- 
ference, is passing a few days in Paris before. 
going to The Hague.

PATHETIC DEATH OF ARTIST. 


| Miss Jessie Allen of San Francisco Dies 


in Paris from Blood Poisoning— 
Faulty Massage Treatment.

Paris, May 6.—An outgoing Transatlantique 

liner from Havre this week bears the em- 

balmed body of Miss Jessie Allen, aged 28, 

of San Francisco, whose death happened 

under pathetic circumstances. - 

Miss Allen was one of the most promising 
American art students in Paris. She went 
on a cycling tour with a party of friends 
early in April, and while riding near Ranpes, 
Brittany, a dog jumped at her and threw 
her to the ground. By the fall she severely 
sprained her ankle. She was conveyed to 
Paris, where, on the recommendation of a 
Rannes doctor, she consulted Dr. Paul Arch- 
ambaud, director of the French School of 
Orthopedic Massage. No bone was broken, 
but the tendons of the ankle were severely 
lacerated and the skin was broken. Arch- 
ambaud subjected Miss Allen to massage 
treatment. He used no antiseptics,

Jessic Allen came to Paris to study art 
four years ago and had just placed her foot 
on the first rung cf tne ladder of artistic 
fame by getting two pictures accepted in 
this year’s Salon.

The other is a minia- 
ture of a girl. They are draped with crape 
and the touching story of their creator's 
death is on every one’s lips in artistic Paris. 
In the same room with the mourning deco- 
ration is a picture of Jessie Allen herself, 
painted by her fellow-American student, 
Miss Woodward of Michigan. 

There was the highest promise in Miss 
Allen s work and she was popular among her 
fellow-students, who are deeply shocked by 
her death. Consul General Gowdy and 
Deputy Consul General Bowen made ali the 
formal arrangements for embalming and 
shipping the body, in which they were assist- 
rities of 


perhuman efforts to save the young artist; 
life.

„There is no doubt her death is due to im- 
proper massage treatment. It should be a 
warning to Americans in Paris.

When Miss Allen was removed to the hos- 
pital Dr. Marchand suggested amputation 
of the foot, but Jessie said she would rather 
die. Injections of pure blood were tried, 08 
the treatment was ineffectual, although s 
was a particularly strong and healthy 
woman. ,

INSURANCE AF PAI RS. 


George M. Harvey & Co. wrote a letter yesterday 
to the Chicago Underwriters’ association in answer 
to the charges filed in the street railway matter. 
Mr. Harvey said his position on the subject had 
undergone no change whatever from the day he 
wrote the policies; that he had satisfied himself 
he had viclated no rule, and that he intended to 
continue just where he was. Mr. Harvey has let 
it be known that he will not put up the required 
check for $250 or appear before the Investigating 
committee for trial. There ts a rule on the books 
of the Chicago Underwriters’ association which 
9 that a member against whom charges are 
filed shall deposit a check for $250 with the Secre- 
tary inside of twenty-four hours; and that, fail- 
ing to do so, his membership shall be declared for- 
feited. This rule, however, is practically inopera- 
tive, as it has never been enforced In a single 
case. It is not believed, for that reason, that it 
will be relied upon in the present instance, 


In the decision rendered by Judge Seaman of 
Milwaukee quashing the indictments against offi- 
cers of the Bankers’ Life association of St. Paul, 
the court says: The indictment purports to 
charge an offense for misusing the postoffice es- 
tablishment. Nonmallable matter within section 
5.480 must relate to a scheme or artifice of which 
Laying 
aside, however, all question in reference to the 
facts averred as constituting the plan or scheme 
of the defendants, I am clearly of opinion that the 
indictment ts fatally defective upon at least two 
grounds which appear upon its face: Firet, the 
only attempted charge of an mse places the 
commission outside of the territorial jyrisdiction 
of this court; and, second, no facts are stated to 
nnn an offense within the statute.“ 

The North American Accident association of 
Chicago is perfecting plans for its incorporation 
as a stock com y. The new name under which 
it will operate will be the North American Acci- 
dent company, and it will have $100,000 capital 
and about $50,000 surplus. The action of the 
North American will be the first move taken under 
the law passed by the Illinois Legislature permit- 
ting casualty companies to organize in the State.

Interest immediately centers upon these lit- 
tle orphans, and it is with something of = 
shock that we soon hear of the death of the 
youngest, a girl, who, as Bigfoot brutally 
puts it, “is euchred early in the game 
Bigfoot also disappears and we feel that 
the law of the survival of the fittest—at least 
of the literary fittest—does not prevail in 
this case. 
Henceforth the story concerns itself with 
the fortunes of the other child, George Wash- 
ington Withers—with his steady rise in the 
world, his marriage, and the social ambi- 
tions of his most enna and repellant 
wife. It takes more than 300 pages to bring 
Mrs. Withers to the top of the ladder, and 
during this progress the author does not 
bestow upon her one saving grace of merdy 
or kindness.

RUSSIA’S RELIGIOUS TROUBLES. 


| Present Administrative Methods in the 
Church Arouse Dissatisfaction - 
of the Orthodox. 


A movement is going on in Russia thet 
seems to furnish some explanation of the 
recent expulsion of Doukhobors, and of the 
other measures against dissenting bodies in 
the empire. In an article in the etersburg 

mosti M. Dournovo makes a determined 
attack, from the ultra-orthodox point of 
view, on the present position of the Russian 
Church, which, he declares, has been sub- 
jugated by the Chief Procurator of the Holy 
Synod. He says: > 

To leave the church in the hands of the 

ecclesiastical administration is impossible, 

this reason alone, if for no other, that 
within the church itself, owing to the ‘n- 
activity and almost utter impunity of the 
clergy, who have been turned into officials 
and to the abuses of the ecclesiastical con- 
sistories—#ects like the Stundists, the Shalo- 
pouti, the Baptists, and others, which never 
existed before, have sprung up and covered 
the whole of holy Russia—while the most 
religious people, finding no satisfaction for 
their religious needs with the priest officia)s, 
flock to the pastors of the old beifevers, in 
whose temples the service is decorous and 
according to strict ritual, and where the 
clergy are not estranged from the people.“ 

For publishing the article the paper, al- 
though edited by a person in close personal 
relations with the Czar, received its second 
warning. 

The writer, however, does not stand alone 
in -protesting against the way in which the 
Russian Church is governed. The Arch- 
bishop of Vothyma has given expression to 
the opinion that the Chief Procurater pos- 
sesses an enormous power, with which no 
mister i invested,“ and even the late 
Metropolitanof Petersburg, Palladtus, at the 
time presiding prelate of the Holy Synod, 
complained of the Russian Church having 
now lost all power, ali significance, and 
practically no more existing at all.“ 

The synod, according to M. Dournovo, its 
composed of creatures of the chief pro- 
curator, who may send any Bishop of in- 
dependent character, as has happened sev- 
eral times, from the conclave to his dio- 


cese, or even to some distant Bish- 
opric, like Yaroutsk, without any 
explanation. Compliant prelates are 
rewarded with better sees, decora- 


tions, or with the titular rank of Archbishop. 
The results of such conditions have, he says, 
been most disastrous. The priests have be- 
come estranged from their flocks, and in the 
south of Russia care more for their beetand 
tobaccd flelds than about their people's souls. 
The changes of Bishops are described as too 
frequent, some dioceses having had as many 
as five Bishops in four years, and the ma- 
jority of them, being widowers, and having 
two or three monasteries under their ad- 
ministration, spend the revenues on their 
children. Finally, the ecclesiastical author- 
ity is described as arrogating to itself in- 
falibility, and “the truth about it can only 
be spoken in the foreign press, Yet the 
position of the Russian Church, which is 
torn by sectarianism and by schism, is such 
that a man who is sincerely devoted to the 
holy orthodox faith, to the monarch, and to 
Russia, “cannot conscientiously remain 

The reforms suggested by M. Dournovo 
are strongly democratic, yet with an in- 
| crease of episcopal authority. He would 
deprive the diocesan clergy of what self-gov- 
ernment they now possess in the district 
meetings instituted in the reign of the Em- 
peror Alexander II., and increase the power 
of the Bishop over them. At the same time 
he would give the congregations the right to 
control; that no priest or deacon should be 


elected by the parishioners, the Bishop hav- 
ing the right of veto. 

The boldness of M. Dournovo’s utterances 
indicates a widespread discontcgt ‘with the 
existing administration of the Russian 
Church. When the hitherto loyal and con- 
servative orthadox Russian displays the, 
same discontent with e government of the 
national church that the dissenter does, and | 
expresses a desire to substitute popular for 
official control of the clergy, cannot 
be far off, and the official repression of the 
popular sentiment may only have the effect 
ot hurrying them on. The expulsion of the 
Doukhobors, however hard it may have been 
on the individuals themselves, may yet prove 
productive of benefit to the Russian people 
in an unintended way. 


HERE I$ A BUSINESS DIPLOMAT. | 
Extraordinary Compliment to the 


Extraordinary 
American Minister to Argen- 
tine Republic. | 


If we are ever to habe our commercial 
relations with the United States placed on 
a workable footing it should be done now, 
whilst we have a United States representa- 
tive here who has gone to the trouble of 
studying the country and conditions branch 
and root. 

Foreign Ministers as a rule are too wrapped 
up in the study of diplomatic etiquette and 
finesse to pay much attention to such sordid 
matters as oil and lumber, wool and hides, 
but the Hon. W. Buchanan, who is nothing 
if not practical, has been at the pains of 
investigating our trade troubles with his 
country to the bottom in order, we presume, 
to tackle the task of putting the dificulties 
straight. 

He knows as much about the wool business 
now as the hoariest exporter or most veteran 
consignee; he has been to the Central Mar- 
ket to see the wool sold, and to the barracas 
to see it skirted, pressed, and baled. He has 
studied the trade statistics at the expense of 
midnight oll, and traveled the interior to 
gauge attentively the country’s capabilities. 

We are not exaggerating, therefore, the 
breadth of a hair in dwelling upon the 
urgency of the Minister’s services being 
availed of, whilst they are available, to 
cement a policy of mutual concession 
expansion. Unfortunately, we cannot count 
upon him asa permanency here. The nature 
of the tenure of his post forbids such hopes, 
but it is most probable that if timely ad- 
vantage be taken of his offered services the 
work can be done before he has bid goodbye 
to the Plate. 

We may add that Mr. Buch has sig- 
nified in the usual formal way his willing- 
ness and even desire to broach the work in 
an exhaustive communication to the For- 
eign office. There is, therefore, no impedi- 
ment to the springs being set going to pro- 
mote the cordial trade relations which 
should, but do not/exist between the United 
States of the North and United States of the 
South.—Buenos Ayres Standard. 


Hint to Spain. 

There is some talk over in Castile that 
a new navy is necessary if the Dens wish 
to cut a figure among the group of nations 
in whose hands the destinies of the worid 
rest. But she should lay low and recu- 
perate. She cannot build a navy worth a 
cent when it comes to a conflict with leading 
powers, and the little powers can do noth- 
ing as matters stand. But still, if she really

is *‘filled’’ with chicory, carrots, caramel, 
date seeds, and peanut ellas, while damaged 
flour, crackers, or cereals are molded with 
molasses and colored to simulate the coffee 
bean; mustard lo nearly always mixed with 
flour, which been colored with turmeric; 
and spices are often more than three 
fourths cracker dust. Fully 70 per cent of 
the beer is made of hominy grits, rice, and 
grape sugar or other substitutes for malt, 
and jellies and preserves are often almost 
entirely composed of gelatine or kindred 
substances, artificially colored and flavored.

AN INSURGENT. 
2 Funston became an insurgent in 
Cuba, leaving New York in the spring of 
1806 for that exciting itinerant work.

He recovered from the wound and 
was again seriously hurt by having his 
horee fall on him. He was captured by the 
Spaniards as he was leaving the insurgents. 
He threw away his insurgent passport and 
declared himself a pacifico. The Spaniards 
detained him in camp a few days, and sent 
him to Havana, where he was enabled to 
find ship for the United States, 

On his return to Kansas again he once 
more became a lecturer. His adventures 
in Cuba were the theme of his second lecture. 
His efforts to find success this time were 
suceessful.

The trial was secret, and e Maitre 
Demange, the prisoners counsel, asked to 


plead the point for an open trial he was 


peremptorily silenced with the remark that 
there were other interests at stake.“ Fear 
of war with Germany was the pretext of 
secrecy.

On Jan. 6, 1895, Dreyfus was Publicly de- 
graded, the galloons and buttons torn from 
his clothes, his sword broken.

HEEL, town of Belgium; in the 
66 province of Antwerp. Since the 
seventh century this town and its 
surroundings have been inhabited 
by a. great. number of idiots and 


lunatica, who at firet sought a cure here 
from 


the shrine of St. Dymphnea, and later, 

from the pecullar and often advantageous 
treatment they underwent in the houses of 
the citizens and farmers. The establishment

This is what Johnson's Universal Cych- 
- pedia of 1804 has to say of what is probably 
a unique municipality. A German writer 
on psychological subjects has recently spent 
considerable time in this community and 
has written a medical treatise on his ob- 
servations, the results of which are sur- 


prising. 

In days long since gone by Gheel seems to 
have been a sort of Lourdes. In its ancient 
little church rest the remains of Dymphnea, 
a saint to whose protection the weak in 
mind were particularly recommended. It 
was, therefore, in olden times the custom 


family took them to the tomb of’ the saint 
and prayed there for recovery. If the tradi- 
tion is correct then the saint truly worked 
miracies without number, and wonderful 
stories are afloat of people bereft of reason 
who were restored in the church of Gheel.

The inhabitants of the Belgian communi- 
ty, w long since has afrived at the dig- 
nity of à city, are of eimple mind, not partic- 
ularly erudite and of scholarly attainments, 
but gli with a great deal of common 
sense. They have a truly admirable, genu- 
ine Flemish patience, and absolutely noth- 
ing can make them lose their cquipoise. 
They ate simple farmers, but in the inter-

tact whith is wellnigh incredible. ; 
The manner in which to hafidie lunatics 
has notonly been delivered to them from gen- 
eration to generation, but has become flesh 
and blood with them, part of their being, as 
it were. If one thinks that people from 
childhood associate with lunatics and grow 


z Up with them, it is readily comprehended | 


that lunacy to such people is not at all ab- 
normal. Whatever a lunatic may do causes 
them no surprise. They look upon those 
with clouded brains as quite natura! beings, 
for they have had the care of lunatics in 


their families for centuries. Fear for or 


abhorrence of an idtot is, of course, unknown 
to them, and they might well be surprised 


that there are people who ere afraid of a 
lunatic. 


Up to 1858 things in Gheel were run in a 


primitive style, and the Gheelers were abso- 
lutely free in the way in which they took 
care of their patients. But in that year the 
state stepped in, for the “city of the in- 
sane" had grown to a remarkable extent.

When a patient arrives in Ghee) he is firsi 
taken to the mother asylum. Here his con- 
Gition is exactly aséertained: The duration 
of his sojourn in this asylum depends entire- 
ly upon the lunatic, for as soon as the physi- 


clans ascertain that it can be done without 
great danger he is assigned to the care of a 


family. 
These “ nourriciers,” or nurses, are all 
under the control of the physicians, and the 


rule is strictly enforced thet the patients are. 


well treated and réceive abundant and nour- 
ishing food. The nurses are Classified ne- 
cording to their abilities, for many of them 
have become veritable specialists for certain 
forms of mental diseases, Many of these 
nurses are well to do, and can well afford to 
surround their patients with every comfort, 
while others cannot offer them more than a 
cheerful room, a homelike firé on the hearth, 
and good, substantial food. The rates of 

pension“ vary from $120 to $1,200 per 


year. 
It is a time-honored custom that the nurse 


receive a patient assigned to him in quite a 
festive manner. Usually the event is cele- 
brated with an opulent spread, and the 
patient is at once treated as a member of the 
family. He remains with the latter all the 
time and works with the family in the house, 
the garden; the field.

once accustomed to a regular daily routine 
of work, usually from & to sight hours a 
day. Regular work is the principal curative 
method in Gheel. .Some patients are even

In the conduct of the work of the depart- 
ment of fine arts it has been decided to form 
an advisory committee, not necessarily of 
professional artists, but of men. identified 
with American art interests, who will repre- 
sent the various art sections of the United 
States, and to whom will be committed a 
general oversight of the interests of the de- 
partment in their respective sections. Ata 
later date juries of selection will be created 
to pass upon all exhibits named under Class 
7 (paintings, cartoons, and drawings). ‘here 
will probably be two of these juries in the 
United States, an Eastern and a Western 
jury, to be convened, respectively, in New 
York and Chicago, in which cities the prin- 
cipal offices of the United States commission 
are situated. A similar jury will be created in 
Paris. In the constitution of the juries of 
selection in the United States artists of the 
Eastern and Western cities will be asso- 
ciated on each jury, and arrangements will 
be made to enable many of the same artists 
to serve on both juries, thus establishing a 
uniform standard of selection, The Paris 
jury will have representatives from London 
and possibly from other art centers.

Auction sales have been unusually suc- 
cessful this year, both in Ameriea and in 
Europe.

HORROR OF AFRICAN GIN TRADE. 


Stuff Is Sold to Natives That Is Poi- 
sonous and Sailors Are Made 


Mead by Tt. 


Our Rotterdam correspondent gives a ter- 
rible account of the corruption of Western 
Africa by gm. He has hitherto dealt chiefly 
with the shameful traffic of the Royal Niger 
company, which, by the charter granted in 
1886, has in its power nearly the whole of the 
Lower Niger basin and an outlet on the 


coast. 

Within its tertitory dwells a black popula- 

tion estimated at 80,000,000, and they are the 
consumers, or market,“ which the com- 
pany, with a considerate outpouring of pious 
hopes and philanthropic intentions, under- 
takes to supply. 
The supply which specially interests us 
comes almost mainly through Rotterdam 
and Hamburg, though much of it we believe 
still passes through England on its way and 
is transshipped at such ports as Bristol. It 
is sent In cases, red and green, the red being 
rather the larger, but the quality the 
same. The green cases sell in Europe at 
three shillings each. In the Niger territories 
they sell at six and sixpence, the sixpence 
being added for cost of freightage, so as to 
secure the comforting profit of cent per cent. 
The contents of these cases are equally 
grateful and comforting. The traders de- 
scribe them as a strong tonic to preserve the 
poor natives against the malaria. : 
In simpler language, they are gin of the 
vilest kind, so vile that the European price 
is threepence a bottle; so poisonous that 
Mr. Bindloss, speaking of the company’s 
stores at their main depot of Akassa, says 
that no white trader will touch the stuff, and 
seamen who buy it on the sly are carried 
back to their ships raving mad. That was 
the abomination of which 2,227 tons were 
imported into the territories in 1897, and 
3.207 tons in 1898.—London Chronicle.

A wicker trap, known as the Gilbertson 
sparrow trap, consists of a cylindrical 
basket 21 inches in diameter and 10 inches 
high. Close below, with the sides formed of 
thin upright rods about half an inch apart. 
The top of the basket is made on the same 
principle as a lobster pot, or a wire rat- 
trap. The birds alight on the top, and see- 
ing the corn or crumbs which are placed in 
the interior, leap down the funnel, and seem 
to be utterly incapable of finding their way 
out again, the rods of the funnel being in- 
geniously bent outward so as to prevent 
their ready access below the opening: in 
fact, they only seem to try to find their way 
out through the sides which are too close to 
allow of their egress. These traps are said

Sword Versus Rifle. | 
The text of this history will be hardly less

as an instrument of killing. Nowadays 
per cent of casualties in a pitched battle fs 
considered large, whereas the Romans at 
Canne killed or wounded 92 per cent of their © 
adversaries. At Kunersdorf, in 1759, the 
casualties ran up to 88 per eent, and at 
Maida, in 1806, the French lost 53 per cent of © 
their whole army, the fighting being prac- ~ 
tically hand to hand. 


A vast arraf of figures is adduced to proy 


that warfare, with all its modern improve 
ments, is becoming steadily more humane. 
The number of men killed per hour is less 
At the battle of Borodino the number killed 
per hour was 5,800; at Kunersdorf it was 
4,150 per hour; at Königsgrats, 3,908 per 
hour; at Leipsic, 3,000 per hour; at Solfering, 
2.771 per hour; and at Metz, 2,702 per hour, 
The proportion of hits to shots fired has 
materially increased, notwithstanding 
boasted accuracy of the new firearms, At 
the battle of Leipsic the amount of lead ex- 
pended for each man killed was equal to his 
weight. At Murfreesborough, according te 
a report by Rosecrans, 27 rifle bullets and 1 
musket balls were required to hit one man,. 
At Mars la Tour the Germans made one be 
in 452 shots fired. * 


Percentage of Hits. 
The experience of the late war showed that 


the percentage of hits made with the Krag- 
Jorgensen rifle in an average battle may be 
expected to be about one in 400. In other? 
words, inasmuch as our soldiers carry 100 
rounds each it will require all the ammuni- 
tlon o ur men to wound one of the enemy; 
In future wars, according to the opinion of 
the experts, the casualties will not rise 
AbOVE 20 per cent, one-fourth of 
being led outright. — 
A divisipn of 10,0% men at this rate would 
have 800 killed, 500 so severely wounded ag 
to require to be carried off the fleld. agg 
1,000 .slightiy injured, most of whom would 
de able to walk to the dressing stations te 
be treated. The great majority of wounds, 
as heretofore, will be inflicted by gmail 
arms. The percentage of small-arm wounds 
in the civil war was 90, in the Franco-Prus 
sian conflict it was 94.

DUPES ‘OF IMPOSTORS. 


LTHOUGH Emperor William enjoys 
the reputation of being the most wide- 
awake and up-to-date of all the m 
‘archs of the old world, yet the t 
remains that in his relatively. brief 
reign he has been made the victim of two 
Hoaxes of the most ridiculous character. 
‘Thus, according to the dispatches from Ber- 
lin, it has just been discovered that the Dr. 
Easer whom the Kaiser received with 80 
much distinction last Christmas under the 
impression that he was a great explorer, 
decorating him with the second class of the 
Order of the Crown and inviting him to din- 
ner, by way of recognition of his alleged 
services to geographical science, is nothing 
more nor less than an impostor, who has 
never even seen the places of which he drew 
such vivid word pictures for the benefit of 
the Emperor, the „ and of their 
court. 

Still more audacious was the hoax played 


upon the Emperor in the second year of his 


reign. A party of negroes arrived in Berlin 
4n charge of Herr Ehler, who gave it to be 
understood that they were chiefs of one of 
the most important tribes of East Africa 
and representatives of the high and mighty 
Sultan of Mandara, an African potentate 
whose dominions were at least equal in im- 
portance to those of the Sultans of Morocco 
and Zanzibar. On the strength of this they 
Were entertained in the most elaborate man- 


Ambassadors, but he 
made himself responsible for all the expenses 
in connection with their stay at Berlin, while 
at the military reviews and state functions 
which took place during their stay in the 

capital they occupied places in the 
front row. 


| Herr Ehler’s Impostors. | 
It was only several weeks after they had 
jet Berlin on their return to — 


the megroes thus honored were men of ab- 
golutely no rank or importance in their own 
Country. and that, far from being chiefs or 
dignitaries, they were ordinary negroes, 
who had been assigned by the chief of the

or to reveal the true condition of affairs. . 


probab 
Stay at Berlin when he must have con- 
sidered that the joke had gone too far, and 
have been alarmed as to the possibility of 
the revelation of the real state of affairs. 
But he trusted to his luck, which had never 
Geserted him during all the perilous adven- 
tures which he had encountered in the course 
of his African travels; and then, too, he re- 
membered that he had been a classmate of 
the Emperor at Bonn, and the latter's com- 
panion in many a merry student prank, so 
that he felt pretty certain that he could rely 
upon being treated by his sovereign with a 
certain degree of leniency in the event of ex- 


posure. 

I have never heard what punishment the 
Kaiser meted out to Ehler beyond quiefiy 
erasing his name and those of his negro at- 
tendants from the roster of the Prussian 
orders of knighthood to which they had been 
appointed. But on the whole it was probaby | 
fortunate that the explorer and his negroes 
were on the high seas, and not on a German 
vessel, when the Emperor discovered how 
the had been fooled. For if there is one th 
to which this brilliant and go-ahead.sover- 
eign is susceptible, it fs to ridicule,’ and he 
was intensely irritated by the fun which was 
poked at him in the German and foreign 
Newspapers in connection with the affair. 


Du Chaillu’s Gorillas. 
There was no need, however, for his being 
Pensitive about the matter. For he is far 
from being the only ruler who has been thus 
hoaxed. There ie an old French proverb 
which runs as follows: “ A beau mentir qui 
vient de loin (“ He who comes from afer is 
an advantagecus position to tell Mies ), 
geographical explorers, as well as people 

from exotic countries, are in conse- 
quence always regarded with a certain de- 
gree of suspicion by stay-at-homes. Thus it 
may be remembered that when the American 
explorer, Paul du Chailu, first announced 
the existence of the gorilla on his return 


address. 
Du Chamu promptly proceeded to knock 
down the individual who had expressed 
Goubts as to his veracity, a course of action 
which, while it aroused a considerable 
@mount of applause, did not tend to convince 
pkeptics as to the existence of the gorilla. 


: African Pigmies. 
The African travelers who first reported 
the existence of a race of pigmies in the in- 
terior of Africa, and also to the south of the 
Alas range, in Morocco, were regarded as 
quite ae big liars as Du Chaillu until their 
amzeertions were proved to be true many 
Fears later, and were it not for the scars 
which young Savage Landor is able to show 
there are few people who would accord any 
credence to the story of the extraordinary, 


couple of years ago. 
There are other instances, however, in 
Which the skepticism with which travelers’ 
tales are received hae been justified. Thus 
‘every one aware of the extraordinary hoax 
played recently, not only upon the English 
public, but likewise upon some of the shrewd- 
est mewspaper men and cleverest geogra- 
phers.and explorers of Europe by the soi- 
“De Rougemont,“ whose fantastic 
stories of his alleged adventures during the 
ahirty years which he falsely claims to have 
ent among the aborigines in the interior of 
AustraMa, remote from civilization, are still 
running in one of the most popular of Lon- 
don magazines, and remain the most & 
tractive feature of the latter, although the 
man ie shown beyond doubt to be a fraud 
the most colossal character.

His only real absence from Saigon was 
when “he undertook the ordinary tourist ex- 
cursion to Angkos and ite ruins, and it was 
claimed in these sworn statements that the 
data contained in his reports to the govern- 
ment, and in his lectures before the Geo- 
graphical society at Paris, were merely sec- 
ond-hand, and obtained from the records of 
previous expeditions, which Me had found 
in the archives of Saigon. 

Let me add that among the signers of these 
affidavits was an eminent colonia! official 
who had known Prince Henry almost from 
childhood, and that if there had not been 
some. serious foundation for these state- 
ments they would never have received the 
importance which was given to them by such 
weighty and reputable organs of the French 
press as the Temps and the ts. The 
matter, however, was ultimately allowed to

The people who had received Abyssinian 
decorations—and they were many—degan to 
have doubts as to the quality of the gems 
with which their orders were studded, and 
when it was discovered that the jewels were 
Lot glass the storm finally broke. The fact 
was then brought to light that there was no 
such an ecclesiastical dignitary ae 
“ Archbishop of Harrar’’; that there was 
only one Archbishop or abounain Abyssinia, 
who was at that time in the Abyssinian cap- 
ital with Emperor Menelek, and that the 
soi-disant Monsignor Gobro Ekziaber was a 
mere archimandrite, that is to say, a dig- 
nitary of inferior order. Further, it turned 
out that the alleged nephews of Emperor 
Menelek were not related to him at all, had 
no richt to the title of Prince, and were 
merely the sons of a petty warrior. 

Finally it was ascertained that the orders 
which the mission had been distributing 
with so lavish a hand had no official exist- 
ence whatsoever, and were nothing more or 
lese than an audacious invention on the 
part of the three Abyesinians and of their 
Russian companion. Today the latter ts in- 
terned in the most remote part of Siberia. 
For it is not safe for a Russian to play 
hoaxes upon his “ Little Father,“ the popu- 
lar name by which the of Russia 
is known to his people.

One Impostor Suffers. | 

In the latter part of the 508 there was a 
dusky adventurer who played a great role at 
the court of Berlin and in society there as a 
Moorish Prince, and as a representative of 
the Sultan of Morocco, being received not 
merely with the highest diplomatic honors 
but actually with those accorded to royalty. 
Suddenly the government became aware 
that he was a fraud, and he was arrested 
one night and quietly conducted by the police 
to the frontié. 

No explanation was ever vouchsafed by 
the officials, the most mysterious silence 
being observed about the man, and to this 
day it has never become known either 
how the German authorities were made 
aware that the man was a fraudor what was 
his identity. He disappeared from view, 
and was recognized several years later in an 
Austrian penitentiary by some one who had 
known him at Berlin. But even the Austrian 
prison authorities were entirely ignorant as 
to whom he really was, and he died shortly 
afterward in jail. 

The Swiss government a few years ago 
was successfully hoaxed by an ex-convict 
and notorious criminal, who actually forged 
diplomatic credentials nominating him as 
Minister Plenipotentiary of one of the South 
American republics to the Swiss republic, 
and he formed part of the diplomatic corps 
at Berne for more than six months, until by 
mere chance his identity and antecedents 
were brought to light.

The Saturday Review has undertaken to 
point out why the opera is not a success in 
England. Its argumeénts—if so they can be 
called—have, as is always the case, at least 
the charm of being outspoken. Here are 
some of the statements: What is the con- 
trolling factor of the whole matter ot the 
faflure of lish opera? Surely it is that, 
being a co al people, we always ex- 
pect opera to be a commercial success, which 
it many oF 1 — No one has ever made it 
‘pay’; but trying to do so is surely the 
secret of its bad taste in England. Other 
nations can't make it pay. But we are ac- 
customed to think nothing is good that is 
not a financial success, Hence managers 
play the same old favorites over and over 
again, striving to make receipts equal ex- 
penses, and seldom dare to bring out any- 
thing fresh, unless it has already received a 
reputation abroad. For we take everything 
from abroad; the f managers take 
nothing from us. Until an opera-house is 
open to them our composers will not write 
English opera at all, but will continue 40 
write operas in German style and have them 
played in Germany. We can never be an 
artistic nation till at least the well educated 
part of us cease to apply to art and litera- 
ture the same principles of value as it ap- 
plies to coals. or cheese.
